The spirits gave direction that the poultice 
must not remain on him overone hour and ten 
minutes. ‘the patient at once fell asleep, and 
was left alone. In two hours his wife entered 
the room, found the bed undisturbed, the pa- 
tient at ill sleeping, and the poultice ten feet 
distant, nicely pinned up. 
It was now deemed desirable that Mr. 
Woodman should have the benefit of the best 
—— medical advice, and Drs. Wilbur 
and Lerow, the first said to be a Prussian

FIRE-PROOF MATERIALS. 


Mr. H. J. Ramadell, in a Washington letter 
to the Cincinnati Comme pairing an ac- 
count of an interview wiih Muilett, the 
supervising architect of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, elicits some interesting opinions as to 
the lessons from Chic ago, especially the fol- 
lowing relating to fire-proof materials: 

Iron,“ said Mr. Mallett, L mean cast 
iron, absurd as the statement may appear, 
will not resist as much heat as good sound 
oak timber of the same dimensions. Fire ex- 
pands the iron and warps it, and it breaks 
very easily. Indeed, if oak timber should 
be treated by any of the processes of liquid 
silicate, it may considered almost a fre- 
proof material compared with cast iron. As 
for stones suitable for building purposes, as I 
told you before, there are few that are fre- 
proof, though some approximate the necessary 
conditions, and, except in severe conflagra- 
tions, may be generally depended upon. 
Granite, marble, and sandstone are not to be 
trusted, as they soon perish by exposure to 
heat, as has been shown a thousand times. 
But i am strougly in favor of liquid silicate 
asa preparafion for wood to be used for 
building purposes. My attention was direct- 
ed to this matcrial some years since, but I 
have not had any opportunity to investigate 
the subject fully. I believe, however, that it 
merits more attention than any other sug- 
gestion that has been made public, and may yet 
prove one of the most practical solutions of 
the question of non-combustible construction 
that has yet been offered. Whether this or 
some other process for making wood non- 
combustible is the more desirable, I am not 
prepared to say: I am, however, decidedly 
ot the opiuion that any process by which 
wood can be rendered non-inflammable at a 
reasonable cost would not only be an inesti- 
mable blessing to the public, but its use 
should be rendered imperative by law,’ 

“Well, Mr. Mullett, do you still think that 
brick is the only fire- proof materials?“ 1 
looked into that subject at Chicago with 
much interest. Now, it is very hard to made 
an absolutely. fire- proof building; but I be- 
lieve thata eg properly constructed of 
brick that are well made, and of iron or of 
non-combustible timber. protected by fire- 
proof shutters and doors, willresist theffiercest 
conflagration. Remember, I say fire-proof 
doors and shutters, not iron. To make an 
absolutely fire-proof structure, howerer, well 
burned and homogeneous brick must be used. 
The walls must be of sufficient thickness, and 
should be built with an air space to prevent 
the transmission of heat. The joists should in 
no case be carried into the wall, but should 
be supported on corbel courses of brick and 
connected with the walls themselves only by 
wrought iron anchors. The windows and 
doors to be protected, as I have said, with 
fire-proof shutters, and the roof to be of slate 
or metal. The use of roofs composed of 
coal-tar, or other, similar substances, should 
be prohibited by law in cities. Ordi- 
mary iron shutters scarcely more 
fire-proof than those of woo They 
heat rapidly, warp from their faste nings, — 
admit the fire to the interior, and are in fact 
a means of facilitating the conflagration by 
obstructing efforts of the fire department. I 
see no reason, however, why fire-proof shut- 
ters should not be produced at a price that 
would place them within the feach of all.“ 

“What do you think of dry pressed brick?’’ 
““T never had much experience with them and 
I don't belicye in them. They are certainly 

not so good as the ordinary kin A very lit- 
tle experience with brick will show that the 
more throughly the clay is tempered the bet- 
ter the brick are. One great trouble in obtain- 
ing good brick is in the indisposition of brick- 
makers to temper their clay enough.’ 
“What do you think of terra cotta?” Terra 
cotta is a metrrial to which Ido not think 
sufficient attention has been given in this 
country, though in Europe many beautiful 
and durable specimens have been produced, 
I feel confident that it will be found, if prop- 
erly made, one of the most desirable articles 
for the use of an architect In the erection of 
fire-proof buildmgs. It should be used ina 
legitimate manner, and not as an imitation 
of cut-stone.’’

The introduction to this State of large num 
bers of Asiatics has excited the jealousy o 
one class of citizens and the anxiety of all 
That the immediate effect of this immigration 
will be to cheapen labor is apparent; and in 
the influx of this race the l. aboring classes find 
cause for alarm, while the political stuaent 
and the class not dependent upon manual la- 
bor for immediate support regard with appre- 
hension the introdne dion of a people into our 
midst so different from our own as to preclude 
the possibilitv of assimilation, These fears and 
apprehensions find full expression in the plat- 
forms of both political parties. That the in- 
troduction of this race cheapens labor, and 
that many industries have been prose- 
cuted and are now made feasible throu: a this 
labor, cannot be denied; but that cheap labor 
and the immediate material development of 
our various resources are the highest objeets 
to be considered may well be questioned. 
Material wealth, that form of property which 
manifests itself iu great and costly enter- 
prises, expensive mansions and other indicia 
of opulence, though valuable in themselves 
and the accepted evidences of prosperity, may 
be purchased at a cost and maintained by a 
means that will make them but the sure evi- 
dence of a natio&s decadence.
